REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-3 and 10-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 and 10 recite, inter alia, conductive member comprising resin and electric 
conductor; the electric conductor consisting a residual material of a synthetic carbonaceous 
material including fuller enes; fullerenes concentration is 0.5 ppm to 10 mass %; and the C6o/ C70 
ratio of the fullerene is 0.1 to 3. 

The reference of record does not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, nor 
would it be obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
